1. EMBOFF, MAY 4, DISCUSSED CURRENT CONFUSION OVER LIBYAN 
PASSPORT REGULATIONS WITH QUAI DEPUTY DIRECTOR NORTH AFRICAN 
AFFAIRS DE WARREN. EMBOFF ASKED WHETHER GOF HAD TAKEN ANY 
DECISION ON POSSIBLE COUNTER- MEASURES IN VIEW WHOLESALE 
EXCLUSION OF FRENCH AND OTHER CITIZENS FROM LIBYA. DE WARREN 
SAID THAT ISSUE WAS NOW BEING CONSIDERED AT VERY HIGH LEVELS IN 
FRENCH GOVERNMENT AND THAT NO DECISION HAD YET BEEN TAKEN. 
FRENCH WOULD BE PARTICIPATING IN NEXT WEEK' S DISCUSSIONS IN 
BRUSSELS AND WOULD BE INTERESTED IN PROPOSALS OTHER GOVERNMENTS 
MIGHT MAKE. IN RESPONSE TO SPECIFIC QUESTION, DE WARREN 
ACKNOWLEDGED ONE SOLUTION STILL UNDER DISCUSSION IN GOF 
WAS INSERTION IN FRENCH PASSPORTS OF SPECIAL SHEET WITH PASSPORT 
INFORMATION IN ARABIC. DE WARREN IMPLIED THAT FRENCH DECISION 
WOULD BE TAKEN IN LIGHT OF OVERALL FRENCH INTERESTS IN LIBYA AND 
THAT EFFORT WOULD BE MADE TO FIND " PRAGMATIC" SOLUTION TO 
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PROBLEM. DE WARREN CONFIRMED THAT GOF HAD RECEIVED 
ASSURANCES FROM LARG THAT AMBASSADOR GEORGY WOULD BE 
PERMITTED TO RETURN.
